FRANCHISE TO RAILROAO 
SETTLEMENT OF STRIKE 
IS NEAR AT HAND 


Vote of Aldermen Stood 8 to 1—Illi­ 
nois Central W ill Build 
Side Tracks 


MISSED A $1000 BY THREE. 


WILL EMPLOY ONE HUNDRED MEN 


To Establish Coal Bins 
Table

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The citizens of Amboy by the action 
of their city council last night at the 
regular m eeting of that body at the 
council rooms in Amboy showed their 
track racilities in that city . 
A fran­ 
chise was gr anted by 
which Main 
street of Amboy will be closed be­ 
tween tbe East av enue and Commer- 
ciloav enue a distance of fiv e hundred 
feet. This was done so the Illinois 
Central railroad m ight put in side 
tracks sufficient for fiv e hundred and 
forty cars. 
Besides these tracks a new 
turning table will be built sev enty - 
fiv e feet long which will be capable of 
turning the largest mogul engines on 
the railroad. The company will also 
build in Amboy a large coal bin with 
all modern equipments for handling 
great quantities of coal. 
In order 
that Amboy may hav e all the facili­ 
ties for caring for engines a large 
building is being remodeled which 
will be used for a repair shop. 
Another steel bridge for passenger 
traffic will be built across Green riv er. 
These new improv ements and ex ten­ 
sion of the railroad facilities will cost 
between six ty and a hundred thous­ 
and dollars. 
Superintendent Daily 
attended the council 
meeting last 
ev ening and was v ery much pleased by 
the v ote on the franchise which stood 
8 to 1 in fav or of it. 
According to this 
franchise Main street will be used 
ex clusiv ely by the railroad for a dis­ 
tance of fiv e hundred ieet. 
The traffic 
on this street will be obliged to go by 
way of East av enue and Commercial 
av enue. This will increase the dis­ 
tance for the regular street traffic but 
it would be impossible for the right-of- 
way to be left open across side tracks 
sufficient for fiv e hundred and forty 
cars. 
These improv ements will be 
started 
by 
the 
railroad company 
within two weeks according to what 
Supt. Daly promised last night at the 
council meeting. 
100 MEN WILL KE EMPLOYED. 
Supt. C. J . Daily said last night 
that one hundred men will be em­ 
ploy ed in Amboy in tbe works of the 
railroad when they are in full opera­ 
tion. 
This will bring a great impulse 
to the business of Amboy . 
A t pres­ 
ent there is no factory or business 
concern 
which employ s any where 
near a hundred men. 
The addition of 
such a number of silaried men will 
mean a great deal to all lines of en­ 
terprise in Amboy w hich are there 
now and will be an inducem ent for 
many other business undertakings to 
be commenced.

FREEPORT BOY DROWNED 


Display of Shells at the Dixon Mer­ 
cantile Company’s Store. 
One show window of the Dixou 
Mercantile company’s store contains 
an interesting display of Mississippi 
river clam shells, from which the 
blanks to manufacture pearl buttons 
have been cut. The finest pearl but­ 
tons made are manufactured in the 
river towns along *the “ Father of 
Waters” and the Dixon firm men­ 
tioned has some of the best examples 
of the art. The industry is somewhat 
on the decline as the following article 
from the Clinton Herald shows: 
One of the most noticeable declines 
of business in many of the river towns 
is in the button plants which a few 
years ago were active and prosperous. 
This industry which affected smaller 
towns and many small plants never 
obtained a very large growth in Clin­ 
ton, and one of the two factories es­ 
tablished here, the button plant on 
River street in Lyons is still running, 
although on a small scale. 
In Davenport and Dubuque where a 
good business in this line had been 
built up, the decline has been felt 
more seriously than in Clinton, where 
the button industry has been replaced 
by other plants. 
The reason for this falling off is the 
low prices which the 
product de­ 
mands. 
A few years ago from 50 to 
80 cents a gross could be obtained for 
pearl buttons, and now the manufac­ 
turers have to be content with from 
8 to 12 cents a gross. 
The price of 
manufacture is at the same time no 
lower, so it is palpably manifest that 
the factories are in hard luck. 
There is no immediate hope for any 
change and the prospect for improve­ 
ment is not anticipated. Only a few 
of the large cutting establishment are 
now running. 
The demand for the 
poorer qualities of button have fallen 
off, and the output is being put away 
for future use, the only sale being of 
the higher grade of button.
